Intuit has introduced Turbo Tax for the Web , an online version of its 
Turbo Tax software. The new offering is part of the company's push into the 
online industry and Intuit will have some 350 sponsors, including America 
Online, Bank of America and Well Fargo, promote the offering. The company's 
best known software, Quicken, accounts for only around 15% of the firm's 
revenue. The federal government has made decisions that will help tax 
software manufacturers such as Intuit. The Internal Revenue Service want 
80% of the population to return their taxes electronically by 2007. The 
need for electronic filers to mail in a signature has been eliminated. 
Plans are being made to give electronic and phone filers a tax credit. 
Forrester Research predicts that around 1 mil people in the US will 
prepare taxes online in 2000 vs 250,000 in 1999. 

Intuit will charge consumers $9.95 to prepare a federal return with Turbo 
Tax for the Web . The desktop version of the application had unit sales 
of 4.2 mil in 1999 and it frequently cost about $10 after rebates. 

HD Vest Technology Services is offering a free tax preparation application, 
but is counting on tax payers bringing in partially finished tax returns 
to one of its 8,000 tax professionals. The company has an ad budget of 
around $5 mil and a public relations budget of around $3 mil.

Online Tax Prep Gets Cheap. (Company Business and Marketing)

Popularity of online tax prep goes up — prices go down. 

What does a movie rental, an ice cream cone, and online tax 
preparation have in common? Each costs less than $10. 

These days more and more companies are offering online tax 
preparation, triggering a price war that is driving some companies to slash 
prices, or maybe charge nothing at all to prepare and file returns on the 
Web. And while consumers may be smiling over the extra cash in their 
pocket, professional preparers may be wondering what impact this will have 
on their future. 

And if there is a threat, where is it coming from? Web-based tax 
preparation for a song or from the financial planning community — H.D. 
Vest's home page urges taxpayers to use its professional preparers for 
free. Is this the wave of the future? 

"I think it (free or low-cost tax preparation) will become more 
common because the whole notion of tax return preparation will become a 
commodity, " says Dan Youse, vice president and publisher of Financial 
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Advisory Services (FAS) for Fort Worth, Texas-based Practitioners 
Publishing Co. "The money to be made is not in tax preparation, but is in 
providing a valuable service to the client." 

Vendors clearly see opportunity in Web-based tax preparation and 
electronic filing. Last year, Intuit paid $52 million to buy SecureTax, the 
online preparation service owned by Universal Tax Systems of Rome, Ga. That 
was a big paycheck for a business that processed about 280,000 returns in 
the 1999 tax season. The purchase also helped expand Intuit' s capacity to 
2.5 million Web-based returns for this season, up from roughly 250,000 last 
year. 

The consumer tax market, including Web-based preparation, has 
experienced 30 to 4 0 percent growth in each of the last two years, and the 
trend is expected to continue as taxpayers increasingly turn from 
pen-and-paper preparation to technology. 

But do low-cost Internet consumer programs hurt professionals? Larry 
Zuckerman, vice president of Hauppauge, N.Y. -based Micro Vision and a 
practitioner, says professionals can be harmed if they don't position 
themselves correctly. 

"If they are providing a true value-added service as a tax adviser, 
then the answer is no (they are not in danger)," says Zuckerman. "If they 
are positioning themselves as a preparer of forms, then my answer is yes. 

Intuit itself says the loss of professional business to TurboTax, its 
disk-based consumer package, is minor. But however professionals position 
themselves, there's no doubt that Internet-based tax preparation and filing 
services will continue to proliferate and that they will need to keep an 
eye on developments in the consumer market. 

Besides the wallet-pleasing prices, Web-based tax prep services have 
many similarities. For example, each stresses the security and 
confidentiality of consumer data and most are targeting filers referred to 
as the "do-it-yourselfers," those that usually prepare their own taxes with 
paper and pencil. And many Web tax programs provide users with an 
easy-to-use questionnaire that walks them through the process. 

One example of these online bargains is H&R Block's online tax 
program, based on Block's TaxCut software. In January, the company launched 
an expanded version of its site, www.hrblock.com, enabling do-it-yourself 
filers to prepare returns online for $9.95 for a federal return and 
e-filing. State returns are free of charge this year, but could cost users 
next season, says Aaron Horvath, the interactive marketing manager. Horvath 
would not disclose the exact number of users, but he did say "the demand 
for online tax prep is in line with our expectations." 

The site also includes tax advice, helpful tools, frequently updated 
tax information, and refund options such as Electronic Refund Advance (ERA) 
and Refund Rewards. An ERA allows users to receive a tax refund advance of 
up to $5,000 to be deposited directly into their bank accounts. Refund 
Rewards lets users receive their refunds loaded on a prepaid buying card 
that can be used for ATM withdrawals or to make purchases anywhere 
MasterCard is accepted. When customers use the card with a Refund Rewards 
partner, they will receive special discounts on travel, vacations, 
automobiles, and other purchases. 

Intuit, developer of Quicken TurboTax for the Web, appears to have 
been sucked into the consumer Web site war and cut its prices. Last year 
the Mountain View, Calif. -based company offered online filing for $19.95 
per return. This year it cost $9.95 each for federal and state returns. The 
company also renamed the program, which was called WebTurboTax last year. 
Elizabeth Dougherty, product manager for the online program, says that as 
of February 13, 405,000 federal returns had been completed, compared to 
last year's total of 240,000. 

Like most online tax programs, the site, found at www.turbotax.com, 
targets the do-it-yourself filers. "What we are seeing is great consumer 
acceptance of online tax prep," says Dougherty. "People who filed returns 
with paper and pencil are finding alternatives." 
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And the market continues to change as Torrance, Calif . -based CCH 
rolled out its online tax prep program at www.completetax.com, which went 
live in January. The site, which can prepare simple to complex returns, 
targets small business owners and consumers and costs $7.50 for one 
federal, one state, and e-filing. Users are not charged for preparing their 
return until they send their data to CCH's server. 

Marty Bush, publisher of the small office/home office (SOHO) group at 
CCH, would not say how many filers have used the online program, but adds, 
"we are tracking close to what we are hoping to get." Although CCH is not 
heavily marketing the program this first year, Bush continues that, "This 
is the first step for us where we can learn what we need to do and better 
the product . " 

CompleteTax does not move the preparation process completely online, 
although it does provide filing via the Internet. Users must download the 
organizer to their own personal computers. 

The site is part of CCH's ongoing effort to help small businesses 
grow, and can also be accessed via the company's small business site at 
www.toolkit.cch.com. The Toolkit site was launched about four years ago to 
serve as a resource for small businesses adopting technology and the 
Internet. 

Another vendor stepping up to the frontline is Randolph, N.J. -based 
TaxSimple, which rolled out its site, etaxsimple.com, in January. Users can 
prepare simple to complex returns for $9.95 for individual federal, state, 
and city (for corporate federal, state, and city, it is $29.95). Up until 
late March, filers could prepare their returns online and print out a copy, 
but they could not electronically file. Since its launch, the site, which 
targets do-it-yourself filers, has attracted more than 1,000 filers, says 
president John Vora. 

Although some of the companies are tight-lipped about the number of 
customers using their services, it is clear that the appeal of these 
services varies widely. Intuit says users of Quicken Turbo - Tax for the 
Web tend to be women under the age of 35 with annual household incomes 
less than $50,000, while CCH's efforts with CompleteTax are aimed squarely 
at businesses. Meanwhile H.D. Vest is snaring a more affluent, male 
audience via its Web site. 

H.D. Vest's president Roger Ochs says that with his company's 
VestOnline more than 25 percent of the users earn more than $50>000 a year 
and more than half are men. 

The Planning Link 

The link between tax preparation and financial planning is one of the 
more intriguing developments for professionals. 

"We've always believed the tax return is a road map to a financial 
plan," says Ochs. "We are just now packaging that with the use of our Web 
site. The tax service and financial planning are like a glove and hand." 

Vest married financial planning and tax preparation on its Web site 
at www.hdvest.com in January. The Irving, Texas-based company hopes to 
attract do-it-yourself filers to their financial services by allowing 
consumers to prepare and e-file their returns for free. 

How it works: as consumers prepare their returns, the program will 
notify them of post year-end tax planning opportunities. If the consumer 
elects, the system will provide a referral to a nearby H.D. Vest 
representative, who will help the consumer evaluate investment and 
financial planning alternatives. 

As of mid-March, more than 250,000 users completed or were in the 
process of completing returns online, says Ochs. The goal is to process 
more than one million returns online by the end of tax season. Micro Vision 
sees a clear link between the two services. Zuckerman says that 90 percent 
of the data needed for financial planning is in a tax return. But the 
company is linking tax preparation to its financial planning software — not 
giving one service away. 

So far, Vest is the only financial planning company using free tax

preparation as an enticement. Although PPC's Youse sees professional tax 
preparation as threatened, PPC is not moving in that direction. Nor is 
Dallas-based 1st Global. 

Tony Batman, 1st Global founder and chief executive, says that 
integrating financial planning with tax "makes sense, " and he adds that 
"Tax professionals, CPAs, and tax attorneys are very gifted at investment 
matters and helping clients attain their objective." However, Batman says 
that 1st Global, a financial services company that offers CPAs turnkey 
solutions to become investment and financial advisors, has no plans of 
moving in a similar direction. 

"If one's objective is to help accounting professionals build a 
financial planning service, it is ambiguous why one would provide a site 
that might compete with its constituents," he says. "It is undeniable that 
consumers who do their own tax prep over the Web will do their own 
investing. " 

Future of preparers 

With the Internet, tax preparation can now be faster, easier, and 
cheaper. Does that mean the days of needing a professional preparer will 
soon be over? The consensus is no. 

"I think preparers who rely on simple returns are going to find 
there's a lot of competition from computer-based programs and 
Internet-based programs," says Bill White of Quick-Tax.com. "For those 
preparers who do more complicated returns there will still be work. I think 
the impact will be on the storefront programs more than the professional 
preparer . " 

Bush of CCH agrees by saying, "There's a segment of the market that 
are generally going to do returns themselves whether it is paper and 
pencil, off-the-shelf (tax programs), or Web-based programs. I think those 
with complex returns or those that don't have the comfort level will turn 
to professional preparers." 

MicroVision ' s Zuckerman says, "It depends on how you position 
yourself. That is why we've been telling people they have to get into other 
value-added services (such as financial planning) . There are ways you can 
and must distinguish yourself." 

Youse also issues a word of warning to CPAs leery of expanding beyond 
traditional services. "I think it is writing on the wall to our 
professionals," he says. "They have to wake up." He adds, "If we are going 
to have CPAs for another ten years, they can't be doing what they've done 
for the past 20 years."

CPA Hits the Web with Consumer Tax Prep 

There's just something about the Internet that lured Bill White to 
establish a Web-based consumer tax preparation site. Of course, the chance 
to make money in what he sees as a huge developing market played a role. 

But for White, a sole practitioner based in St. Joseph, Mo., "A 
bigger attraction is the excitement of the Web business." 

That excitement led him to establish QuickTax.com, a site for 
preparing and filing Forms 1040EZ and 1040, along with Schedule 1 and 
Schedule EIC. The site at www.quick-tax.com has attracted several hundred 
users since its launch on March 10. None of the users were previous 
clients . 

Operated by White's company OnLine Taxes, the Quick-Tax service 
offers online preparation and filing for $14.95 for a federal return. If a 
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customer submits the e-mail addresses of two Mends via the Web site, the 
price drops to $9.95 per return. State returns are not available. 

White says most customers have probably never been clients of a CPA 
firm. Some have indicated they have used store-front preparers while others 
are strictly do-it-yourselfers. He sees no threat to his traditional tax 
preparation business. 

"Our traditional business is here because they want the talent of a 
skilled tax preparer. They want to remove some of the chaos from their 
lives and sleep better without the additional concern of taxes," he says. 
White may try to sell other services via the Internet, but does not 
envision cross-selling professional services to consumer's tax customers. 

"There are other Web-based products in the thinking stage," he says. 
"But they would be used by businesses rather than the online tax 
preparation user."

Rather than try to topple Intuit f s strangle-hold on the personal 
finance software market, Microsoft tried to buy the company. Fortunately 
for the consumer, the deal ran afoul of federal antitrust laws and 
Microsoft was forced to compete with Intuit rather than gobble it whole. 

As a result, the two companies have been playing a game of 
one-upsmanship with each successive release. 

There are four basic components on which the Quicken 99 and Money 99 
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compete: design and ease of use, checking and investing, financial planning 
and taxes and online banking. 

Both Money and Quicken Deluxe use an interface that borrows heavily 
from the Internet with their browser like navigation buttons and simulated 
Web page design. They also allow you to customize the opening home page 
view. While the interface is new for Quicken, Money introduced its version 
last year and has had time to refine the look. Quicken has made data entry 
much easier with Quick Entry — a sort of mini-program that starts quickly 
and lets you make simple adjustments without entering the full program. 

The rival programs are also neck and neck in the checking and 
investing category. Both products handle checking in different, although 
equally satisfactory manners; however, Quicken uses a more familiar 
checkbook-style interface. Money and Quicken are adept at everything from 
stock splits to employee stock options, and you'll likely find all of the 
investing tools you need. If not, each links to their respective Web based 
financial sites: Quicken, com and Microsoft Investor. You can also go 
online to con duct research or download information to your portfolio. One 
big difference is the cost. Quicken gives you access to its site gratis, 
while Microsoft Investor charges $9.95 per month. 

In the financial planning realm, Quicken is a distant second to 
Microsoft's Financial Planner, which is also available as a stand-alone 
product. Quicken makes a noble attempt with its addition of Quick Plan, but 
it has nowhere near the muscle of Money's Lifetime Planner. Quicken makes 
up for this shortcoming by hitting a home run in the tax category. Your 
purchase of Quicken 99 also gets you a free return prepared by Web Turbo 
Tax , Intuit 's Web -based tax preparation service. Besides that, Quicken's 
TaxPlanner and Deduction Finder are more than up to the task. Money's tax 
planner is good, but if you're looking for top-notch tax advice you'll have 
to look elsewhere. 

Obviously, the Web is where it's at. Both programs have not only 
turned to an Internet metaphor for their interface, but they've also begun 
to incorporate Net-based information and services into the heart of the 
programs. Online banking is basically a draw with both programs having 
similar offerings. 

Quicken Deluxe 99 and Money 99 are both good choices, with each 
getting the upper hand in certain categories. If financial planning is your 
main concern, Money 99 might be the best choice. Otherwise, Quicken Deluxe 
99 handles taxes better and it gives you free access to Quicken.com (both 
are available for Win95/98 or NT4.0).

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SALOMON OFFERS FREE ONLINE BILL PAY.

Salomon Smith Barney has launched free online bill paying services and 
access to Quicken's Turbo Tax for the Web . In addition, the 
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full-service brokerage has given its account access site 
(www.smithbarney.com) a complete makeover. While many full-service 
brokerage firms have offered clients online bill paying, Salomon joins 
wirehouse rival Merrill Lynch, as the only firms offering the service for 
free. Merrill currently offers bill payment for no additional charge to 
clients who enroll in Merrill Lynch OnLine. Prudential Securities, 
PaineWebber and Morgan Stanley Dean Witter all charge for the service. Fees 
hover around $6 per month. 

Kelly O'Donnell, consultant at Cerrulli Associates, said Salomon is 
making a good move by offering the service at no additional charge to 
clients because online bill paying is still a fledgling service. "The 
service will really come into fruition (with mainstream individuals) in 
three to five years," she predicted, adding that in the meantime firms do 
well to offer it at no charge to customers who are likely to be skeptical 
at this point in time. Free bill pay is a way of encouraging wary customers 
to try the service and become more comfortable carrying out banking 
functions online. She noted that bill presentment is a "sticky" service — it 
brings users back to the site, and keeps them logged on. Repeated calls to 
Salomon were not returned, and a spokeswoman could not provide additional 
details . 

Joan Solotar, research analyst at Donaldson, Lufkin & Jenrette, also 
observed that Salomon's move reflects the general trend among full-service 
firms to offer more banking-type services. And it highlights the 
brokerage's attempt to move closer towards one-stop shopping, O'Donnell 
added. 

Additionally, Salomon has introduced a partnership with Quicken that 
will bring TurboTax to the Web for Salomon clients. The firm, which 
introduced Web trading last fall, has simultaneously revamped its site. 
Now, clients may customize their home page with personal links and also 
choose from a variety of ways to view their portfolios, including 
information about borrowing potential for margin accounts. The new site 
also allows users to browse Salomon's inventory of municipal bonds.

Fidelity Investments and E*Trade Securities are gearing up for the tax 
season to provide clients with Quicken Turbo Tax preparation and filing 
services. Charles Schwab & Co. is apparently considering a similar 
arrangement, while some smaller brokerages, including mydiscountbroker.com, 
Muriel Siebert and Firstrade.com, are also mulling tax preparation 
assistance for their online services. The Turbo Tax line accounts for the 
bulk of tax preparation software and/or Web services purchased in the 
United States, helping users through the tax preparation process and 
allowing them to file all of their taxes electronically. Brokerages are 
clamoring to make the product available to customers in an attempt to 
attract new customers, and to hold on to existing ones, by offering 
benefits that extend beyond the execution of trades. 

"Brokerages can't compete on price alone, so they are trying to 
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figure out alternative ways to bring value to their services," said analyst 
Ed Kountz of Tower Group. He cited ancillary services, such as tax 
preparation assistance, but including also information and guidance in 
terms of asset allocation, as major components of value. He pointed out 
this trend raises the bar for brokerages to compete. 

Fidelity will make TurboTax for the Web available to all customers, 
beginning in mid-January. The firm offered Turbo Tax for the Web to 
select high-end clients last year. A spokeswoman for Fidelity said that the 
service was extremely well-received, which prompted the firm to expand the 
service by making it available to all customers this tax season. After 
logging into Fidelity's Web site, customers will be able to follow a 
hyperlink to the TurboTax for the Web venue, which is hosted by Quicken and 
is the same site that paying customers of TurboTax for the Web use. 
Fidelity will advertise this benefit on its own and other Web sites, 
including Yahoo!, CNN.fn and Go.com. It will also alert its existing 
customers by means of statement inserts, outbound e-mail to customers, and 
a message in its year-end reports, as well as by placing advertisements in 
the company's own magazines, Focus and Outlook. 

E*Trade, which partnered with Quicken earlier this year in connection 
with the firm's Tax Center content, is now also expanding to offer the 
TurboTax Deluxe software free to anyone who opens a new IRA account with 
the brokerage. The software, like the Web Service, allows people to prepare 
and file taxes electronically. A spokesperson for the company believes that 
the promotion will be successful because there is no minimum deposit to 
open an E*Trade IRA. The offer will be publicized on E*Trade's Web site. 
The firm will announce further collaboration with Quicken concerning 
TurboTax in January, said an E*Trade spokeswoman, declining to elaborate. 

Though Schwab, like E*Trade, partnered with Quicken earlier this year 
in another capacity, the Web brokerage giant is still weighing a TurboTax 
deal, said industry insiders. A Schwab official would say only that the 
firm is continuously looking for ways to help users, declining to comment 
on any possible deals with TurboTax. 

Smaller firms' would like to offer to be able to offer their customers 
an equivalent package. Stan Thomas, v. p. of brokerage services at 
mydiscountbroker.com said that his firm has considered a Quicken 
partnership, but they also speaking to four or five other companies. Mitch 
Cohen, cfo at Muriel Siebert, and Peter Gschweng, v. p. at Firstrade.com, 
indicated that their firms seek to offer such a service by the following 
tax season.

YOU MAY PAY IRS ONLINE VIA BANK: Feeling left out because your friends 
are filing their taxes electronically, and you need to drop a check in the 
mail? 

The fact is that you don't. You can authorize the Internal Revenue 
Service to take your payment directly from your checking account. You get 
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confirmation that your return has been received. You can delay the debit 
until — oh, let's say April 17, this year's deadline. 

The payment technique also works for taxpayers seeking an extension. 
(The IRS will give you time to settle up as long as you pay what you think 
you owe . ) 

No fuss, no muss, and perhaps cheaper than filing on paper. 

Start with one of the free online filing services. Fidelity 
Investments (www.fidelity.com) offers e-filing via Quicken's Turbo Tax 
on the Web without the customary $9.95 fee. Irving-based H.D. Vest 
(www.hdvest.com) offers the same price on its own tax preparation service. 

Think of the free services as loss leaders. Fidelity, the mutual fund 
giant, and Vest hope to get you logged in so they can sell you on the 
merits of a broader relationship. Vest acts as an investment backshop for 
financial planners. 

Cnet.com rated Turbo Tax and Vest as the top picks in a crowded field 
of e-filing services. Cnet's editors recommend Turbo Tax for folks who have 
more complicated returns and need more hand-holding. 

Once the math is done, you authorize a direct debit from your bank 
account by entering your bank's nine-digit routing number and your account 
number. Call your bank to verify the routing number; the number on your 
check may be a merger or two behind. 

Then settle back and wait for an e-mail telling you that you have a 
confirmation message waiting from the IRS. Download the confirmation, plus 
a form to sign and return by conventional mail, and the rest of it is the 
government's worry. 

Peace-of-mind is harder to come by with the U.S. Postal Service in the 
loop. You can't be sure that you're shed of the taxman until the check 
clears the bank. 

Monitor your bank statement until it does. If the worst happens, you 
should be able to avoid penalties and interest if you report the problem to 
the IRS and furnish copies of the errant return and missing check. Consider 
certified mail if you owe a substantial amount. 

On this and other judgment calls, the IRS says only that it decides 
each case on its merits. 

Need more time? Form 4868 automatically buys you an extra four months, 
but confirmation remains an issue. The IRS wants you to make a good-faith 
effort to figure out what you owe and pay it. The H.D. Vest site, for one, 
allows e-filers to file extensions and authorize debits on bank account. 

The newer, friendlier IRS is less prickly about extensions. In the bad 
old days, it would yank your extenion if it didn't like your best guess 
about what you owe. Now your return will be considered timely even if you 
send no money as long as you pay up before the extension expires. 

Strapped taxpayers shouldn't pass up this opportunity. Failing to file 
on time triggers a whopping penalty. By contrast, failing to pay on time 
triggers penalties and interest that are relatively modest judged by the 
standards of credit cards and signature loans. 

The IRS is also accepting extensions by phone as long taxpayers make 
partial payments by credit card. Call (888) 272-9829. Be aware that the 
credit card processor will charge a "convenience fee" in addition to your 
card's customary terms. 

Need more than 120 days? Form 94 65 allows you to propose an 
installment plan spanning as many as three years. 

Yes, Vest lets you file that one online, too, so you can expect speedy 
confirmation that your fate rests in the hands of a government bureaucracy. 
How much comfort is possible under those circumstances is a different 
column.

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Minnesota Department of Revenue: Expect Delays in Getting Your Refund — If 
You File a Paper Return

ST. PAUL, Minn., March 22 /PRNewswire/ — The Minnesota Department of 
Revenue is advising taxpayers who have yet to file their state income tax 
returns to explore options to electronically file their tax returns rather 
than file on paper. "In the past several years, it normally took about 30 
to 40 days to process a paper return and to get refunds into the hands of 
the taxpayer. Now, we estimate that if filing trends continue, it could 
take up to 90 to 120 days," said Revenue Commissioner Matt Smith. "If you 
haven f t filed, you don't have to wait that long. File electronically, and 
you can get your refund in as little as 10 business days," said Smith. 
There is no delay in processing electronically filed (e-file) returns. 

The lengthening delay in processing paper returns is due in part to 
the expanded Minnesota individual income tax Form M-l. "With this year's 
form being longer and more complex, operators are averaging 85 to 90 
returns an hour, down from 100 last year when the Form M-l was only 22 
lines," said Smith. 

According to Commissioner Smith, for the short-term, the department is 
hiring additional staff to expedite refunds. "But, it is important to 
remember that even after hiring additional staff, the sheer volume of 
incoming paper returns will make it difficult for us to get refunds out 
sooner. Furthermore, we have and will continue to ask taxpayers to file 
early," said Smith. "In the long-term, we are revamping our individual 
income tax system through a re-engineering process which we anticipate will 
result in a dramatically reduced turnaround time by the 2002 filing 
season. " 

With fewer than four weeks to go before the tax filing deadline, more 
than one million of Minnesota's 2.4 million taxpayers have yet to file 
their state income tax returns. More than half of the last-minute filers 
will receive refunds. 

If you have already filed a paper return, Smith offers two 
suggestions. "First, please be patient. Wait at least two months before 
calling about your refund — the information will not be available until 
then. When you do call, use our automated system. The system is as current, 
if not more so, than what a tax representative can tell you. Second, do not 
file another return — you won't get your refund any faster, and it will 
cause headaches for both of us later on." 

If you haven't filed yet and are expecting a refund, you can avoid a 
refund delay by filing your return electronically. But if you file by paper 
after April 1, expect to wait up to 90 to 120 days to receive your refund. 

E-file options 

There are three ways to e-file — online via the Internet, telefiling 
and electronic filing through a tax preparer. With e-file, your return is 
more accurate and you can expect to receive your refund within 10 business 
days. "E-file is more efficient because it helps taxpayers avoid mistakes. 
It does the math for you. And with more options for filing over the 
Internet, people can prepare and file their returns quickly on their own 
computers," said Smith. 

In tax year 1999, 22 percent (about 1 out of every 5) of all state 
income tax returns were filed electronically. 
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Online filing 

You can buy or download online tax filing software — some options are 
free — and let it guide you through filling out your federal and state tax 
forms . 

This year, three companies — PrepTax, Turbo Tax for the Web and 
Fidelity.com — have links on the Department of Revenue web site at 
http://www.taxes.state.mn.us .

E-filing your state and federal tax returns is as easy as asking a tax 
preparer to do so or taking your completed forms to an authorized 
transmission site. Check your local phone directory under "Tax Return 
Transmission-Electronic" for sites in your area. Tax practitioners filed 
about 54 percent of all returns last year. Filing over the phone 
(Telefiling) 

Taxpayers eligible to file by phone (about 500,000 Minnesotans) 
received the 1999 Minnesota telefile worksheet and instructions for filing 
their income tax using a touch-tone phone keypad. If you received the 
telefile instructions, all you need to do is enter the requested 
information from your completed telefile worksheet. The Telefile system 
will calculate your taxable income and the amount of your refund or balance 
due, and assign a confirmation number as proof that your filing was 
completed.
